Events on the European battle- 


fields are summarized from reports 
from capitols to the Associated Press 
as follows" 
While the 
warring 
nations are 


awaiting definite developments from 
the presentation of peace proposals 
by Germany and her allies the oper- 
ations on the various fighting fronts 
are proceeding as usual. The imme- 
diate future, so far as the 
peace 


proffers are concerned, ib indicated 
as likely to be taken up by consulta- 
tions among the entente powers pre- 
liminary to the wedding of a joint 
reply. 
Interest in military developments 


still centers upon Rumania, where 
the armies of Field 
Marshal von 


Mackensen aie 
fighting their way 


forward, despite the difficulties of 
transport caused by the bad condi- 
tion of the roads in a Rumanian win- 
ter.Whether the Rumanians have suc- 
ceeded in establishing 
themselves 


along the line of the Buzeu, near the 
southern Moldavian border, is __ not 
yet apparent. Berlin's last specific 
mention in this connection was made 
In last night's communication, in 
which the Teutonic forces -were re- 
ported to be nearing the Buzeu. In 
any event, it appears that the Ru- 
manian evacuation of southern Wal- 
lachia is virtually complete, as the 
German war office announces that 
Great Wallachia, south of the Bu- 
cbarest-Tehernadvoda dailway 
na/s 


been cleared of hostile forces. 


Beyond the German report of the 


repulse of a French attack in the 
Argonne on the western front, and 
of Serbian assaults on Bulgarian po- 
sitib&s in Macedonia the war news 
presents little else of interest. 
Great Britain is on the eve of tak- 


ing further war measures. 
In the 


house of commons a vote of credit 
of 400,000,000 pounds was moved, 
bringing the total for the war up to 
3,532.000,000 pounds. Likewise 
a 


supplementary estimate provides for 
an additional 1,000,000 men for the 
British army during the present fi- 
nancial year, the original estimate 
being for 4,000,000 men.

eration of peace shall not be reject- 
ed without examination and reflec- 
tion. 
There is a prevailing opinion 


here that the President wants to HO 
something of the sort and is looking 
forward to some movement for 
a 


league of nations to preserve peace 
as one of the-€Jfeiaen-ts of the settle- 
ment of me war. 
It is possible that some means may 


be taken lo establish a little more 
definitely the temper of the entente 
allies toward pace proposals, befo a 
the President acts but it is under- 
stood there will be no delay in for- 
warding the German notes to the for- 
eign belligerent capitals. 


Mr. Lansing said the note would 


go forward to the belligeients pre- 
sumably today and that no decision 
had been reached as to whether the 
United States would accompany it 
with any expression.

Austria- 
Hungary and Turkey would lose nothing, and perhaps might gain some- 
thing in the peace conference.

Mark Twain's Hrophetic Wish. 


Astronomy was one of Mark Twain's 


favorite subjects. Neither of us had 
any real knowledge of the matter, 
which made its great facts all the 
more thrilling. The thought that the 
nearest fixed star was 23,000,000.000,- 
000 miles away — one-fourth million 
times the distance to our own remote 
sun—gave him a sort of splendid thrill. 
He would figure out those great meas- 
urements cf space, covering sheets of 
paper with his sums, but he was not a 
good mathematician, and the answers 
were generally wrong. Comets in par- 
ticular interested him, and one day he 
said:

Extinction of tha Buffalo. 


Speaking of the extinction of the 


buffalo, the director of the Xew York 
zoological park said: 


"It is by no means true that the ex- 


termination of the buffalo is due most- 
ly to the encroachment of human be- 
ings on their feeding grounds rather 
than to their wholesale slaughter. The 
great bison herds of the plains, from 
Saskatchewan to Texas, were all of 
them exterminated by systematic robe 
hunting, hide hunting in summer, kill- 
ing for tongues and slaughter for all 
other excuses imaginable. This oc- 
curred long before any of their ranges 
were wanted by man either for cattle 
grazing or for agriculture. The legiti- 
mate industries of man played no part

How Ivy Climbs m Wall. 


At first ivy is a, little plant with' H 


brittle stem and leaves of three or five 
lobes. As It grows the stem becomes 
less brittle, and if it finds nothing 
to which to cling it creeps along the 
ground, sending down tufts of fibrous 
roots. 
These roo,ts, however, appear 


only when they can be actually used 
to the advantage of the plant. If the 
ivy climbs a wall its stem throws out 
a number of tufted libers, or claspers, 
by the aid of which the plant can cling 
to the wall. These claspers are really 
modified roots and do not penetrate 
the wall, but merely cling in sucker 
fashion.to the irregularities of tbesur- 
face. They are produced from all the 
parts of tbe stem nearest to the wall, 
but if the ivy is creeping along the 
ground the claspers, beiug useless, are 
not produced at all. The tufts of 
fibrous roots which the plant throws 
out when it is growing on the ground 
are produced only from those parts of 
the stem that are opposite to the 
lenves.—Kansas City Star.

Scurvy During Infancy. 


Infants and young children suf- 


fsr from scurvy more than is fre- 
quently realized. The cause of 
scurvy is due to a lack of acids 
in the diet. A mild grade of scur- 
vy develops in infants who are 
artificial];- fed on pasteurized 
inilk. Babies fed exclusively on 
pasteurized milk need orange 
juice between milk feedings to 
prevect scurvy. 


Young children 'will frequently 


be seen to have spongy, bleeding 
gums, swollen joints and even 
hemorrhage blood spots under 
the skin, all of which are caused 
by scurvy and all of which 
promptly disappear when fruit 
juices are liberally supplied in 
the diet 


Children past infancy may have 


any fruit such as pineapple juice, 
raspberry, blackberry, grape or 
orange juice- Fresh green vcg- 
etables nrc needed to keep off 
scurvy. Spinach and lettuce for 
yoiins chi3(3rcn and onions, aspar- 
agus. cciery, tomatoes and cab-
